A gigantic step toward 
olving Santa Ana College’s 


parking problem has taken 


place in the past two weeks. 
Construction on land which by 
next fall will be 760 new park- 
ing stalls is scheduled to begin 
“any time now” according to 
William Corser, dean of men stu- 
dents. This will double the exist- 
ing number of stalls. 
Approximately 350 of the stalls 
will be finished by May. The 
first increment will include the 


ssouth-east corner of the campus, 


the telescope, the area adjacent 
to the tennis court, ilong the 
west road, and by Classroom 
Building A. 

The second increment of stalls 
will take in the land that is 
presently occupied by the bar-

racks, This. area will be ready 
for parking next fall.

Also included in the parking 


plans is the installation of light- 
ing around the south and west 
parking areas. 
that the lighting would be a big 
help because people won’t use 
the south-west area at night be- 
cause of the darkness of the 
area. 


Corser related 


At a meeting held this week 


between the administration and 
the contractor it was determined 
that before tearing out existing 
stalls that first work should be- 
gin on the new area of parking 
near the tennis courts and the 
telescope. 


Cost of installing the stalls 


will run considerably in excess 
of $100,000, Corser stated. ‘‘This 
means that each new stall costs 
approximately $2,000.” 


Construction of the area will 


enable grading, compacting, fill-

ing, preparing’ base, and engin- 
eering the area for drainage and 
underground conduits for light- 
ing. Then the entire area will be 
paved, curbed, and lined. 

Bumper guards and 30-foot 
lamp posts will be installed along 
with the erection of a four foot 
block wall all along the south 
property line to protect residents 
from noise, litter and headlights. 
Around the physical education 
field used for golf classes a 30- 
foot protective fense will be in- 
stalled “to help keep the golf 
balls off the parking lots.” 

“Doubling the parking area 
sounds encouraging,’’ Corser 
stated, “but you have to take into 
consideration the number of stu- 
dents now attending the college 
and the addition of nearly 700 
each year to that number.” 

““We do not ever expect to keep 
caught up,” the dean continued. 
“Tt’s impossible.”

Tom Garrett, Associated Stu- 
dents Vice-President, delivered 
a famous infant in 1964. 

Papa Tom’s obstetric antics re- 
sulted from his role in the creat- 
ion of the Associated Students 
Constitution. As a principal in 
the committees which wrote the 
document, Garrett had a hand in 
the birth of the present student 
government system.

— and lost; I ran for mascot — 
and lost; when I tried to make 
yell leader at the end of the sec- 
ond semester, I barely made al- 
ternate,’”’ reminisced Garrett. He 
did participate in various student 
government programs, however, 
and went to the Eastern Confer- 
ence student government confer- 
ence — as he was to do in four 


~ following semesters. 


The spring semester of ’64-Wwas 
filled with more success for the 


student leader. He was not only 
involved with the new constitu- 
tion, but also was president and 
Inter - Club - Council representa- 
tive for College Players, vice- 
president of the freshman class, 
and representative for SAC at 
two student government confer- 
ences. 

Following the ratification of 
the new government, Garrett 
held office in the first ASSAC 
Senate. As chairman of the Rules 
Committee, he was responsible 
for the drafting of the By-Laws. 
Once the regular session was 
started, he had his hands full pre- 
paring and executing the pro- 
gram of ASSAC President.Tom 
Wilson. 

Tom was recognized for his ef- 
forts by the Associated Men Stu- 
dents when, at the end of last 
school year, he was listed as one 
of the top ten men at SAC. 

This semester, after losing a 
race for ASSAC president to 
Bert Cottle, Garrett was appoint- 
ed to the Senate, and moved.up 
to fill the vacant Vice-Presi- 
dent’s post. 

Garrett’s achievements were 
officially recognized by the gov- 
ernment at the last Senate meet- 
ing of the year when he was 
unanimously voted a lifetime stu- 
dent body card. .

Drivers Dictate Future Cars

(Editor’s Note: The follow- 
ing is the last in a three part 
series on the automotive sur- 
prises for the future.) 

There are over 90 million 
automobile designers in the 
United States. 

As absurd as it may sound, 
this is actually true. 

Even though all automobile 
manufacturers design their cars 
according to certain dynamic 
studies, drivers themselves dic- 
tate the type of car to be used 
in the future. 

For instance, in the Firebird 
III, an experimental car built 
by General Motors, ° surveys 
concerning the vehicle and the 
driver helped to develop the 
weighted control knob. The 
knob provides as much or more 
of a feeling of driving a car 
than the conventional steering 
wheel. 


When gradually eased for- 
ward, the knob acts as an ac- 
celerator, but when pulled 
backwards, the knob becomes a 
braking mechanism. If the dri- 
ver should want to turn right, 
the knob should be revolved in 
a clockwise motion, and, obvi- 
ously, in the opposite direction 
for turning left. Disengaged 
and released, the control knob 
snaps the car back on a straight 
course. 

The Firebird’s instrument 
panel also reflects the results, 
of engineering psychology stu- 
dies. All confusion in contem- 
porary panels is’ eliminated 
through the greater use of aud- 
ible overspeed signals, indicator 
lights, and induction radio. 

Another development which 
gives the driver more helpful 
highway information is the 
“Hy-Com System” originated 
by General Motors. Messages of 
about three seconds duration

Voters 
also selected five trustees who 
could not take office since the 
money to create the district was 
denied. 


The school board indicated it 
could bring the issue back to the 
voters again and again — so long 
as the board complies with the 
law, which only prohibits a bond 
election within 45 days, either 
way, of the date of a primary or 
general election. The next pri- 
mary election is early in June; 
the next general election is Nov. 
8. 


The $8 million bond issue, re- 
quiring two thirds majority ap- 
proval to pass, won a simple ma- 
jority. Only 8 per cent of eligible 
voters in Garden Grove turned 
out to vote.

are taped into the Hy-Com 
transmitter located along the 
highway. 


The message can be received 
only in the restricted area of 
the transmitter; therefore, it 
does not reach drivers who are 
not concerned with the mess- 
age. The Hy-Com System also 
operates in the 10-20 kilocycle 
range and thus is far removed 
from the standard broadcast 
frequencies. 


General Motors has further 
enhanced the role of the driver 
through the introduction of its 
“Traffic Pacer System” which 
was installed on a four-mile 
stretch of highway outside De- 
troit in 1961. Variable speed 
indicators suspended over the 
highway show the motorist at 
what speed _he should continue 
driving in order to reach the 
next traffic signal during its 
green phase.

For 18 minutes the Dons were 
able to force Riverside into a 
slow game, and they held a lead 
of five points most of this time.
